Holding 
No Fish |

There were no fish 
aboard two Russian traw!]- 
ers this morning when de- 


draggers were eeiieeei 
at 7 am. Monday by the 
fisheries patrol vessel] 
Howay. 


The two 120-foot Russian 
vessels, the Kouzachin and the 
Gherman Titov, were inter 
cepted 9.7 miles off Tofino, 130 
miles northwest of Victoria, 
fishing inside Canada’s 12-mile 
boundary, according to Howay 
officials. 

Capt. Chesley Powers, skipper 
of the Howay, said today that 
when his vessel sighted the two 
trawlers their nets were out. 
DO NOT FILL HOLDS 

Asked to explain the absence 
of any fish aboard, Powers said: 

“We must have caught them 
when they were at the first set, 
immediately after they had 
transferred their catches to the 
factory, ship. 

“These are two of eight side- 


draggers out there, and there|* 
are about 35_ bigger 


stern- 
draggers as well measuring 
about 175. feet. 

“The smaller trawlers don't 
usually bother to fill their holds, 
They'll get about 100 tons. of fish 
on deck during the day and then 
dump it on the factory vessel."

Built at Petropaviovsk in 1958, 
the battered ‘hulls and decks 
bore evidence of years of sea 
duty. 

Aboard the Gherman Titov a 
mongrel yapped, was shushed, 
and hustled into the cabin. The 
Russian crews, with few excep. 
tions, were sullen. 

Somberly, some of them 
hacked at rough lumber ‘ta 
make emergency gang planks.

Fanciful explanations have 
sometimes been proposed, like 
the _traditipnal _ derivation of

It would seem, however, 
that ‘these and’ certain other 
Americanisms may originally 
have been Africanisms, taken 
to the New World by West 
African slaves.

‘For years engineers and 
politicians have been . talking 
about developing the Che- 
mainus River, as a Major 
water supply for the Cowichan 
Valley- But—— 
weather — no.one has done 
very much about-it. 

Any engineering studies that 
have been done have never 
reached—the stage. of being 
reached the stage of beng.

council.

Brenton. This dam-operated 
reservoir holds about 300 acre 
feet of water. 

Sansom said _ the two 
sources now can supply Che- 
mainus and. Saltair without 
having to use the -river and 
explained that the problem of 
low water pressure at North 
Qhemainus is caused by an 
outdated system. 

“If a Central Mortgage and 
Housing Corporation land 
assembly proposal goes ahead 
in that area, something. will 
have to be done about \the 
distribution system,” he said. 

Meanwhile, where does the 
rest of the Cowichan Valley 
get its water from? 

At present, wells supply 
water to all the lower Cow- 
ichan Valley, that is: Duncan, 
North Cowichan and the sur- 
rounding unorganized terri- 
tories. 


Major Consumer 


The Cowichan River is used, 
but mostly for irrigation and 
industrial purposes, although 
the Duncan domestic system 
can draw from it during peak 
summer demand. 

Quamichan Lake is also 
tapped -to supply Maple Bay 
and area when the need arises. 

The major. consumer of 
Cowichan River water is 

Softon Pulp and Paper 
Limited which draws about 
40,000,000 gallons a day from

Sansom concedes ‘that well 
water is ‘‘generally gootl”’ and 
its yield is fairly constant 
even during summer months 
but high iron and carbon 
dioxide content cause complex 
problems in_ the 
system. 

He said earth tremors, even 
distant. ones; can threaten a 
water course. ‘‘Well water 
drilling is a tricky business 
and ternporary. at best.” 

It also costs a Jot of money 
to pump Millions of gallons of 
water out ofa hole and send it 
coursing along -to the con- 
sumer, whereas a dammed 
supply on the Chemainus 
River could _ gravity-feed 
water into homes and industry 
from Ladysmith to the Maia- 
hat for a fraction of what it 
costs to pump it now.

of white civilization. 

Indian leaders agree that a 
full understanding of their cul- 
tural and historical heritage is 
essential to survival of the 
race as an ethnic entity. 

They feel that the necessary 
prerequisite to reconstruction 
of a viable Indian society on 
the province’s reserves is a 
comprehension of the histori- 
cal forces that destroyed Inf 
dian civilization in the first 
place. 

Indian history has almost 
been ignored by 10. genera- 
tions of whites and almost :as 
many generations of Indian— 
the Indians were too busy 
simply trying to survive. 

Dissemination of nativé his- 
tory through the public school 
system is limited, though im- 
provements are being encour- 
aged by the federal Indian af- 
fairs department. 


History Lost 


A substantial storehouse of 
knowledge , temains largely 
unexploited in dusty volumes 
at the University of British 
Columbia. 

Now attempting a cultural 
revival, Indian leaders . are 
forced in many imstances to 
go to white academics in 
search~ of knowledge about 
their native antecedents. 

Their children are subjected 
by teachers ‘and television fo 
a barrage of white-oriented 
facts and figures. 

There are striking parallels 
between what's happening 
now in B.C. schools and what 
happened with black children 
integrated into white-oriented 
schools in the United States 
during the 1950s. 

The first wave of integrated 
black children now is sweep- 
ing into U.S. colleges. There 
is rioting over what Negroes 


prehensively towards the 
1970s when the first fully inte- 


grated generation of Indian- 


students reaches Canadian 
universities. ; 

Robin Ford, a liaison officer 
with the Indian affairs depart- 
ment in Vancouver, says the 
situation is potentially explo- 
sive. 

He says: 

“Some are denying their In- 
dian heritage altogether and 
trying to become more white 
than the whites. Others are 
becoming anti-white and ul- 
tra-nationalistic.” 


Preliminary 


Two _yeats ago, the depart- 
ment realized the dangers. As 
a preliminary step, it under- 
took, with the co-operation of 
the provinces; a. revision of 
textbooks in Canadian schools 
to remove references: Indians 
might firid offensive and to 
correct historical imaccura- 
cies. 

Indians of the Pacific Coast 
spent 3,000 years perfecting a 


highly-developed, artistic /cul- | 


ture. ' 
These maritime tribes in- 
clude the Haidas of the Queen 
Charlotte Islands, the Kwak- 
iutls of the east coast of Van- 
couver Island and the. opposite 
mainland, Nodotkas on the 
west coast of/the island, Coast 
Salish of the island’s southern 
tip and Ahe lower Fraser 
River Valley, Bella Coolas of 
the, central mainland coast 
and Tsimshian of the northern 
coast. 

They fought constantly 
athong themselves and prac- 
tised rigid caste systems with 
slavery the common denomi- 
nator. 

The plateau Indians of the 
interior, the Okanagan, 
Kootenay, Shuswap, interior 
Salish and Chilcotin tribes, 
were closely ' related. to the 
plains Indians’ .and shared 
with them such ideals as pa- 
cifism and an abhorrence of 
slavery. 

The sub-Arctic area was oc- 
cupied by the nomadic, tough 
Athabaskan speakers — Bea- 
ver, Slave, Sekani, Carrier 
and Kaska. Their inhospitable 


environment offered little 
chance for~ artistic develep- 
‘ment or intellectual achieve- 
ment s 

Linguistic and cultural 
differences have been crucial 
in the development of Indians 
in British Columbia. Initially, 


they could communicate with 


one~ another only through 
white men. 

The native population 
lacked anything remotely: / 
close to the European concept / 
of nationhood. This left then 
vulnerable to easy conquest/ 


Also, they were biologically 
unprepared. Cut down by 
smallpox, influenza — mea- 
sles, many bands ,retreated 
into the northern, wilderness 
and only now afe emerging 
from this isolation.

Three planets Mars, 
Jupiter and Saturn — appear.- 
on August evenings, but ali 
will not be visible at the same 
time.

STAY NEAR ECLIPTIC 
The moor does revolve 
around earth while the other 
planets, like ours, all go 
around the sun. But as they 
stay in nearly the same plane, 
they never get far from the 
ecliptic. They move through a 
zone 18. degrees wide, nine 
degrees either side of the 
ecliptic. This is the Zodiac. 


In addition to the 12 constel- 
lations named, parts of sev- 
eral others. come within this 
band. One is-Ophiuchus, part 
of which extends down be- 
tween Scorpius and Sagit- 
tarius. In fact, more of the 
Zodiac is in Ophiuchus than in 
Scorpius, which is one of the 
“official” zodiacal constella- 
tions. 

Thousands. of years ago, 
watchers of the skies noticed 
that the moon and planets 


divided .it into 12 equal 
sections, each 30 degrees long © 
and named after the principal 
consteHations..

Originally they corre- | 
sponded. with the star groups 
but there is a slow movement 
in the heavens, - called “‘pre- 
cession of -the  equinoxes,”” 
which makes’ the signs slide 
westward.

draggers were intercepted 
at 7 a.m. Monday by the 
fisheries patrol vessel 
Howay.

The two 120-foot Russian 
vessels, the Kouzachin and the

cepted 9.7 miles off Tofino, 130 
miles northwest of Victoria, 
fishing inside Canada’s 12-mile 
boundary. 

Capt. Chesley Powers, skipper 
of the Howay, said today that 
when his vessel sighted the two 
trawlers their nets were out: 
DO NOT FILL HOLDS 

Asked to explain the absence 
of any fish aboard, Powers said: 

“We must have caught them 
when they were at the first set, 
immediately after they had 
transferred their, catches to the 
factory..ship. = 

“These are two of eight side- 
draggers out there, and there 
are about 35 bigger stern- 
draggers as well siti i 
about 175 feet. 

“The smaller trawlers ..don’t 
usually bother to fill their holds. 
They'll get about 100 tons of fish 
on deck during the day and then 
dump it on the factory vessel.”

Features Three Planets 


By JAMES STOKLEY 


Three planets Mars, 
Jupiter amd Saturn — appear 
on August evenings, But all 
will not be visible at the same 
time. There are also five 
bright stars. These, as well as 
Mars, are shown on the 
accompanying maps. 

The sky looks like this about 
11 p.m. at the beginning of 
August; an hour earlier at 
mid-month and two hours 
earliér at the end. 

Only Mars is above the 
horizon at these fimes. It 


| appears in the south in the 


constellation Scorpius. Near it 
is the red star Antares. On 
the first Mars is to the right 
of the star, but it’s moving 
eastward amd passes Antares 
on the eleventh.
